DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is responsive to the decision on appeal mailed on April 15, 2008. 
Claims 1, 3, 4, 7-9, 18, 20, 21 and 27-45 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3, 4, 7-9, 18, 20, 21 and 27-45 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As reflected in the decision on appeal mailed on April 15, 2008, the combination of the 
Larsen, Diepstraten and Dreyer references does not yield the subject matter of independent 
claims 1, 18, 32 and 40, including a second multiplexer coupled to an event selection control 
register and to a first multiplexer in a serial arrangement to perform a masking function such as 
to mask subclasses of a class of events derived from the output of the first multiplexer (see the 
opinion of the Board, pages 3-5). 

4. Any comments considered necessary by Applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
